The amount of gossip atarted by this 
revival of an oflTband contribution to 
economic diHCUsslon Iu a corner trrit 
eery ntBre Is Indicative of rural senti- 
ment, and the pre<'i8e details with 
which the story Is embellihhod In Its 
campaign gi\r\> show the lnit>ortiincc 
attached to it by the bucolic managerM 
of the campaign In thia part of the 
world. 

Here Is the form In whldi the story 
la given: 

"1 think that • dollar a day is 
enough for nny man provided that his 
work Is steady. Any man can live on 




that, and that Is all unskilled lalwf'Ia 
Worth 1 am sorry I linvp to pay more 
than that and wouldn't if we had n 
bettor supply of labor lierealK)Uts." 

This statement was made by .ludt:e 
Parker in Kmory Freer's store one ."Sat- 
urday mominK about two years atfo 
and made an imiiresslon on tliose that 
heard it from him directly and on those 
that heard it from others that has not 
yet died ont The remark waa called 
forth by o dlacnsaion In Freer'a atore. 
Freer la the grocetyman, dry gooda 
man and general merchant of the vll- 
lape, and his store, whic li Is on the 
corner of the main strei-t. Is the jrath- 
erlnK jilaie for the men here.ilnuits to 
exchan».'e news, gossiii anil ii.ilitical 
views. <»n the day In ii\ii'siii)n u crowd 
of men was there. There were Emory 
Vreer, Sam B. Mott, who nina the 
bnteber shop and livery stable; Lew 
Booth, the barber; Carl Wlamer, who 
la now a baggage handler In the West 
Shore station in Klnmton, and several 
farmers from the vi. inity who were in 
the village for their Saturday tradiufr. 

The topic was the si ardly of labor In 
the township and the hiph wapes tliat 
were being paid, unHkllled labor get- 
ting at times as high as $1.«M) a day. 
While the talk was going on Judge 
Parker happened In, and appeal was 
made to him immediately. He anawer- 
ed without heettatton that a doiUr a 
day was enough for any nun. 

The talk immediately rose to a high 
pitch of excitement. EverytMKly in the 
store took n hand In It, and none agreed 
with .ludge I'arker. Even the farmers, 
who iu that part of tlie country are a 
very thrifty class, could not accept 
such a propoaltloD, A dollar and a 
<juarter a day waa the bottom price 
for day labor. The Judge stayed some 
time In the store. Uatenlng to the talk 
and taking ceaaMerable part in it, but 
no arguments were able to move hiiu 
from his belief that a dollar was all 
that a day's lal»oi»wa.s worth, with the 
further statement that he never paid 
more tlinn that If li<' . ould help it 
which was often the . ase 

-Mr. Wisiner. who was one of those 
present, says of the in< iilent: 

"I remember It ns plainly as If it 
wan yesterday. It waa In Freer'a store. 
Emory Freer waa there. Lew Booth, 
the barber, and Butcher Mott Those 
men, I remember, were there, and there 
were others, farmers. 

"It made a lot of Ulk at the time, be- 
canso we Ilke<l and adtnireil .JudRe Tar- 
ker, and we were HurprlBe<l to hear him 
say Nudi a thing, and a lot of people 
around Ksopus Imve held It up against 
him Kverybody i.s remembering It 
now. The Judge la a fine man. but he 
is w«y oC OB that propoeltkm.''
